Gunshot Wounds 
Fatal To Negro 


Charlie Brown, Pahokéy Negro, 
died from accidental ‘gunsho} 
wounds between 3 and 4 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon of last week 
in W. R. Wilson’s corn field on 
Bacom Point. 

Brown was shooting birds with 
a shotgun to keep them from de- 
stroying the maturing ears of 
Sweet corn when the gun barrel 
burst and ‘a charge of shot en- 
tered his left groin. A negro com- 
panion, hearing his cry and learn- 
ing of the accident, ran to get a 
taxi to carry him to the hospital 
but by the time the taxi arrived 
Brown had died. His death was 
attributed to excessive , loss of 
blood from accidental gunshot 
wounds by Coroner W. J. Larri- 
more. The case was investigated 
by Police Chief Leon Guthrie and 
Deputy Sheriff Frank O'Connell.

The Everglades Memorial Hos- 
pital of Pahokee was featured in 
the March issue of Southern Hos- 
Pitals magazine, with its picture 
on the front cover and a special 
story of its history and facilities 
oh page 25, 

Everglades Memorial ‘Hospital, 
Pahokee, Fla., is located 44 miles 
west of West Palm Beach in the 
heart of ‘the nation’s winter vege- 
table producing, in fertile muck: 
land which was a wilderness less 
than four decades ago. The hos- 
pital serves a geographic area of 
approximately 100 square miles 
along the southeast section of 
Lake Okeechobee and into the 
northern edge of the Everglades. 
The population of the immediate 
area’ is an average of 8,000. 

The hospita is as comparative- 
ly young as the area in which it 
is located. The result of the de- 
termination of civic leaders of the 
Pahokee area to provide modern 
and much needed hospital facili- 
ties, the institution opened. its 
doors Aug. 22, 1949, and is one of 
the most modern in South Florida. 
The 45-bed hospital was created by 
a state legislative aet, financed 
in construetion by the City of Pa- 
hokee, and is a general short-term, 
nonprofit institution governed by 
a five-member board of directors 
appointed by the governor. 

It was in December, 1947, that 
the citizens of Pahokee voted over- 
whelmingly in favor of building a 
hospital. At that time, inadequate 
hospital facilities were located in 


a municipal election during the 
summer of 1948, a $160,000 band 
issue was voted by the freeholders 
to finance the building of the new 
hospital as designed by William 
Manley King. Builders were Don 
Hillier & Sons, who «constructed 
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Another $39,660 in equipment was 


opening. On Mar 11, 1949, the first 
piling were driven for the. ne 
hospital. As in the entire Eyer- 
glades region, all construction goes 
on pilings driven through the 
spongy earth to solid rock. For 
this reason ‘the hospital has no 
sub-basement or basement, and all 
storage space plus the heating 
plant are above ground. 

From the first. earth-shaking 
slam of the pile driver the hospit- 
al's construction’ went steadily 
ahead and on June 8, 1949, Ever- 
glades*Memorial’s cornerstone was 
laid by Everglades Lodge. 211, 
F&AM. The building was- com- 
pleted and opened.on schedule in 
the summer of 1949. Muck and 
marl were filled in around the new 
building to enable landscaping ‘to 
be completed, providing the at- 
tractive setting of palms and flow- 
ers surrounding the building and 
parking 1¢;. 

The same year that it’ opened 
the hospital became part of the 
newly sub-divided hospital district, 
Northwestern Palm Beach County 
Public Hospital District, which 
operates the hospital. through its 
beard. The institution is financed 
primarily on tax monies assessed 
on a millage evaluation which may 
be adjusted by the board to ten 
mills. + 

Everglades Memorial is modern 
from its ultra-new fan columns in 
front to throughout its wings. The 
concrete block stucco exterior has 
a completely insulated roof. New- 
est feature of. the hospital is its} 
recirculating water-cooling system 
for the operating and delivery 
rooms. The hospital has a modern- 
ly-equipped laboratory and X-ray 
room, Separate operating and ‘de- 
livery rooms, with the central sup- 
ply and sterlizing room combiried 
and a separate labor room.
